Vemon F. Dahmer 
mer’s home and store were 
burned and he died from 
bums after returning fire on 
his attack ers. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver said all 14 men are mem­ 
bers of the White Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan of Missis­ 
sippi. Besides Bowers, he 
said, they include Cecil V. 
Sessum, 30, of Ellisville, ex­ 
alted Cyclops of the Jonas 
County k lavem, and Howard 
T. Giles, 37, former exalted 
cyclops of the EBisville k la^ 
vern. 
The FBI complaint against 
the men indicated at least 
one had admitted tak ing part 
in the aUeged conspiracy. 
Dahmer was a past presi­ 
dent fd the Forrest County 
branch of the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement 
of Colored People. He and his 
family were awak ened by 
gunfire about 2 a.m. Jan. 10 
and found their home and 
nearby s t o r e engulfed iu 
flames. 
He died later in the day in 
a hospital, and his wife and 
10-year-old daughter suffered 
burns. 
The FBI complaint accuses 
the k l^m en of vk>laitioii of 
a 19th century civil ri^ite law 
mak ing it a crime to conspire 
to intimiilaite perscns pursu­ 
ing their constitutionBl righfe. 
They are also charged with

Th e city of Lin coln is curren tly in volved 
in a five-year program of DDT sprayin g an d 
tree trimmin g in h opes of slowin g or stayin g 
th e spread of Dutch Elm disease. Sprayin g 
h ealth y an d diseased elms with in secticides 
to kill two species of elm bark beetles th at 
possibly spread th e fun gus from diseased to 
h ealth y trees, an d a program of tree san ita­ 
tion h ave been in troduced in Lin coln an d 
man y oth er town s. 


sprayin g th at took place several mon th s 
earlier. 
Each sprin g wh en migran t birds pass 
th rough Lin coln dozen s are brough t in ' to un i­ 
versity an d Game Commission biologists. 
Some of th ese are dead wh en brough t in , but 
oth ers are dyin g, sh owin g th e tremors an d 
tack of muscular con trol typically associated 
with DDT poision in g. 


Huma m a nd Resid ues 


I a m Uglily skeptica l o f the usefulnets o f 
bro a dca st spra y ing o f insecticides to sto p the 
sprea d o f this fungus. Of immedia te co ncern 
to me is the pro blem o f to x ic effects o n 
o rga nisms o ther tha n the ta rget o rga nisms— 
the ba rk beetles. 


Th ere is 
overwh elmin g eviden ce th at 
sprayin g DDT h as marked effects on th e wild­ 
life population s in th e areas sprayed. In two 
areas th at h ave been studied in ten sively, 
Han over, N.H., an d East Lan sin g, Mich ., th e 
virtual elimin ation of all in sect-eatin g birds 
h as been attributed to sprayin g programs like 
ours. 


Po iso no us Effects 
Th e poison ous effect of th e sprayin g is 
n ot temporary. Residue poison s th at are 
wash ed from th e trees by rain s pollute th e 
soil an d waters in en tire watersh ed basin s. 
Son g birds are common ly killed by residue 
poison s con cen trated in earth worms f r o m 


Th e h uman load of poison ous residues 
h as also been sh own to be in creasin g. Each 
con tact with air, food or water con tamin ated 
with DDT in creases th e in dividual load. DDT 
is n ot readily metabolized in to n on -tox ic com­ 
poun ds, ’ but rath er is stored in body fat. 
Durin g periods of weigh t loss th is accumu­ 
lated load may be released in to th e b 1 o o d 
stream in much greater amoun ts th an th ose 
taken in . 
Th e city program is costin g us about 
$90,000 per year. Some cities use Meth ox ych lor 
in stead, but Lin coln park officials foun d it 
about th ree times as ex pen sive as DI)T. Th ere 
are oth er differen ces between DDT an d oth er 
in secticides besides cost. 
Not th e least impottan t of th ese is th e 
rate at wh ich th e poison s break down to n on ­ 
tox ic ch emicals after th e ch an ce for con tact 
with th e target organ ism h as passed. DDT is 
on e of th e most persisten t of th e poison s n ow 
in use as an in secticide.

Seven-year-old Mary Ann Foster of 
3320 Dudley has proven that you don’t 
have to have a “green thumb” to have 
a productive rock garden. 
Although she £ dn’t find silver bells 
and cock le shells, Mary Ann did find 
fossils dating back 25 million years. 
Mary Ann and her girl friend were 
playing in the family rock garden and 
came upon the specimens. A child’s 
curiosity didn’t get the best of them, 
for they had already studied fossils in 
the second grade at Hartley School. 
Having been alerted to things lik e 
that through reading and earth science 
study, the pair ran into the house, and 
Mary Ann blurted out to Mrs. Foster, 
“I found a fossil.” 
Accustomed to the whims and fan­ 
cies of children, Mrs. Foster, as most 
mothers, ignored the statement. 
Perfect Form 
Upon returning home in the eve­ 
ning, Mr. Foster took a closer look at 
the ancient treasures and found that 
the specimens were “carefully fossil­ 
ized.” 
“It was a perfectly formed shell with 
both sets of teeth, head, and sk eleton,” 
he said. 


To check the authenticity of t h e 
find, the Fosters sent the fossils to 
Morrill Hall the following day 
w i t h 
their son, a student at the University 
of Nebrask a. 
“Mary Ann was really ‘put out’ 
that the fossils would be tak en to the 
museum before she could show and 
tell her grade school classmates,” said 
Mr. Foster. 
The sk ull that Mary Ann found was 
an oreodont, according to C. Bertrand 
Schultz, directbr of the museum. 
Now Ex tinct 
“The oreodont was common in 
Nebrask a 25 million years or so ago 
and became ex tinct prior to the ice 
age,” said Dr. Schultz, “and their sk ull 
is somewhat lik e our present pig or 
sheep.” 
The fossil shell dated back to the 
dinosaur age and belonged to an in­ 
vertebrate marine animal. Dr. Schultz 
said that the animal is related to our 
squids and octopuses and remind one 
that there once was a sea here. 
The fossils are believed to possi­ 
bly have come from the Ansley area, 
where the former owners of the Foster 
home, Mr. and Mrs. Richard Mills, col­ 
lected rock s for a small rock garden.

A piece of steel this tiny 
would be as limp as a wet 
rag; it would have no rigidity 
or flexibility, qualities which 
glass retains at any size.
